He added 
that in all such situations it was 
necessary to discount reports a great 
deal, because, he said, certain per- 
sons would like to have the United 
States Intervene in Mexico, even if 
they had to manufacture the facts 
on which to base the intervention. 

When the President was asked. if 
the latest note to Carranza was an 
ultimatum he replied the administra- 
tion did not issue ultimatums, but 
expressed its views and acted ac- 
cordingly. 

Speaking of conditions in the Mexi- 
ean capital, Mr. Wilson referred to 
the fear. of outrage there as being 
more pressing at present than any- 
thing that had already occurred. 
The fear was, he said, that the city 
would be evacuated and left without 
protection.

“Dear Wife—I am stiil alive, and have 
received your bundle. If the boy is bad, 
spank him. Greetings. ADUOLPH.” 

Shortly after this came a second: 

“Dear Bertha—I am still alive, which 
surprises me very much. If the boy still 
is naughty, spank him again. Greetings. 

“ADOLPH.” 

The third communication was in the 
form of a photograph of Adolph’s troop, 
shuwing him decorated with the Iron 
Cross. No mention, however, was made 
of the medal, and the picture merely 
tore on the reverse side this brief note:

Chicage University Man Spent 12 
Years Making Sereen to Analyze 
Metal of Pianets. 
CHICAGO, March $.—Dr. A. A. Mich- 
elson of the University of Chicago, win- 
ner of the Nobel prize for research in 
physical science in 1907, has completed 
a 12-year task, it was announced to- 
day, of drawing 120,000 lines on six 
square inches of metal, which, it is 
said, will determine the ehemical sub- 

stance of the planets. 

The purpose of the ruled metal, which

position of objects at any distarfice. The 
sheet of metal is resting on a bed of 
mercury at the university to protect it 
from. earth vibrations and encased in 
glass to exclude the air and dust.

GRAND JURY WILL 
MAKE INQUIRY IN 
DEATH OF WALKER 


Justice of Peace Refuses In- 
formation for Wilkins De- 
spite Inquest Verdict. 


JURY WOULD HOLD HIM 


Recommends That Effort Be 
Made to Get Him to Tell 
How Ex-Mayor Was Shot. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
LOUISIANA, Mo., March 9.—A special 


grand jury next month will begin an in- 
vestigation into the death of Col. Alten 
M. Walker, member of- Gov. Major's 
staff and former Mayor of Louisiana, 
who died of a bullet wound last Thurs- 
day. 

This step will be taken regardless wf 


whether a warrant is issued against 
Fred Wilkins by a Justice of the Peace, 
and it is not considered likely such a 
warrant would be issued before the Jus- 
tice has an opportunity of reviewing 
the transcript of testtmony taken yes- 
terday at the .Coroner’s inquest. This 
transcript, when written, will be pre- 
sented to a Justice of the Peace at 
Bowling Green, as Justice of the Peace 
A. J. Armstrong refused last’ night to 
issue a warrant against Wilkins. 

The Coroner’s “jury had recommended 
that Wilkins be held for further inves- 
tigation or trial, but Justice of the 
Peace Armstrong, in refusing a war- 
rant, contended the Coroner’s verdict 
was not in the form required by. stat- 
ute in that it did not confine itself to a 
finding of facts, but made a recommen- 
dation. 

Jury Foreman Stine Mtadomewr. 
Fred Steichter, foreman of the 

Coroner's: jury, in explaining the 
jury’s recommendation, said today: 

It was a compromise verdict. 
Walker said he died from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted at night. 
Wilkins was the first man found 
with him. Wilkins refused to be 
sworn. His refusal warranted the 
jury, in connection with the other 
testimony in conflict with the 
ante-mortem statemert-of Wal- 
ker, in recommending that he be 
held. 

Wilkins had the chance to clear 
himself by testifying that it was 
an accident, or by testifying that 
it was intentional and justifiable. 
If he had corroborated Walker 
we would have felt that was suf- 
ficient td overcome the other con- 
flicting testimony and would have 
exonerated him. If he had gone on 
the stand and testified that he 
shot Walker in defense of his 
rights we would have believed 
him and we would have exoner- 
ated him. 

If a man is found riding a 
stolen horse und refuses to tell 
how he got it. The burden is on 
him to tell the jury, and the com- 
munity is not willifg to have 
the door of silence shut in their 
faces, 

The jury did not confine itself to a 
finding of facts because the six men 
composing it were unwilling to return 
a verdict of an accident in the face of 
conflicting testimony and were doubly 
unwilling to return a verdict of felun- 
ious killing, because they felt that if 
ii was intentional there might have 
been circumstances to make it justi- 
fiable. 

It was learned today that between 
5:30 and 6-p. m. on the day of the shoot- 


‘ing Wilkins telephoned from the gro- 


cery store of Morrison MeNelly, at 
Third and Delaware streets, and asked 
someone, ‘‘Is everything all right?” He 
was heard to say “All right” as he hung 
up the receiver. William Roberts, who 
heard his words, does not remember the 
number which he called. This telephon- 
ing was done a little after the time 
when, according to testimony given ut 
the inquest, Wilkins asked the privi- 
lege of telephoning rrom F. 8S. Schroe- 
der’s grocery, near town, but went away 
when Schroeder asked him to use the 
phone in his residence. 


Took Two Forme of Verdict. 
when the jury retired at 3 o'clock 


yesterday afternoon it took along two 
forms of verdict prepared by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney .ucGinnis, one that the 
shooting was accidental and the other 
that it was felonious. It could not agree 
on cither form because on the one 
hand there was too much testimony 
tending to discredit the accident theory 
and on the other hand because Wil- 
kins’ silence coupled with the other 
testimony » suggested to the minds of 
the jurors a motive for intentional 
shooting which the six men would not 
denominate as felonious. So afger call- 
ing McGinnis in and being advised by 
him that they did not have to use either 
form they agreed after nearly two hours 
on this verdict: 

“We find that Alten M. Walker came 
to his death by a pistol shot wound in- 
flicted by Fred Wilkins, but whether 
by accident or with intent to do great 
bodily harm we are unable to determine. 
However, based on Fred Wilkins re- 
fusa] to testify and thus furnish ug with 
most valuable evidence and upon the na- 
ture of the evidence submitted by other 
witnesses we, the jury, do recommend 
that Fred Wilkins be held for further 
examination or trial by proper process 
of law.”

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WHISKY EXPLODES 
IN $30,000 FIRE IN 
DISTILLERY PLANT 


Lucas Avenue Building Practical- 
ly Wrecked by Early 
Morning Blaze. 


STARTED ON SIXTH FLOOR 


Roof Collapses as Firemen Fight 
Flames From Tops of Nearby 
Buildings. 


Fire, starting about 3 o'clock this 
morning, swept through the narrow 
six-story building at 1007 Lucas av- 
enue, occupied by the Buffalo Springs 
Distillery Co..A _ series of explosions, 
due to the flames eating into whisky 
stored in barrels and bottles, at- 
tracted hundreds of persons in the 
vicinity. 

Fire Chief bisudereok estimated the 
damage to the building at about 
$20,000 and M. F. Dean, secretary of 
the distillery firm, said the loss to the 
company’s stock was about $10,000, 
fully insured. 

The building is % feet wide. , Appar-. 
ently the fire started on the sixth floor, 
from &n undetermined origin. It spread 
rapidly to the floors below and soon the 
entire building was in flames. 


Watchman Found the Fire. 

A night watchman, passing the build- 
ing, heard the glass in the front door 
break and then noted the flames in the 
upper stories. He ran to the corner, at 
Eleventh street and Lucas avenue, and 
notifed members of Engine companies 
409 and 41, who responded to a still 
alarm. 

The building “was entirely aflame 
when the firemen arrived, so that a sec- 
ond and a third alarm, the latter bring- 
ing out ea score of fire companies, were 
sounded in quick order. 

Firemen climbed to the roofs of ad- 
joining building and turned streams 
upon the fire, but it was not long be-' 
fore the roof collapsed. 

The fifth and sixth floors, where the 
fire started, were used as storage rooms 
for empty barrels and casks. The com- 
pany’s offices wére on the first floor: 
mail order depaytment and empty cases 
and boxes on the second; bottling de- 
partment on the third and fourth, 
where whisky was drawn from vats into 
bottles, and in the basement whisky 
and imported wines were stored in bar- 
rels. 

Dean said the building had been 
Closed at 5:30 p. m. In trying to deter- 
tine the origin of the fire, he recalled 
that two weeks ago an electric light 
fuse burned out on the sixth floor, and 
electricians worked two days trying to 
learn why the lights would not work. 

A vacant six-story building at 1009-11 
Lucas avenue, owned by Thomas Dunn, 
wasedamaged by water. The basement 
cf the Lammert Furniture Co., ware- 
house, at 1001-03 Lucas avenue, also was 
flooded.

Tells Process Server for Prose- 
cution That Slayer of White 
ts Persecuted. 


WILLING TO HELP HIM 


Motion: to Dismiss the _ Indict- 


ment Is Denied by the 
Court. 


NEW YORK, March 9.—Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw probably will appear as a wit- 
ness in Harry Thaw’'s behalf at his 
trial for conspiracy with five other per- 
sons, it wis announced today by an 
official of the District Attorney’s office. 

A week ago a process server from the 
District Attorney's office called on Mrs. 
Thaw with a subpoena, bidding her to 
appear at the trial for the prosecution. 
She was quoted as having said: 

“IT am tired of this case. [ think 
Harry is being persecuted and if I take 
any interest whatever in it, it will be 
to do what I can for him. I think he 
has been confined long enough, and if 
his lawyers want me, I will do anything 
1 can for him.”’ 

For this reason, it was stated, no 
subpoena was left with Thaw's wife. 
it was understood, however, that the 
prosecution would not be surprised if 
she was called to the witness stand by 
the defense. 

Prosecuter Talks to Jury. 

Deputy Attorney-General Kennedy told 
the jury today there were only two 

methods by which Thaw could have been 

released legally from the Matteawan 
asylum, the first by a writ of habeas 
corpus and the second upon the recom- 
mendation of the hospital superinten- 
dant. 

“Thaw did not avail himself of these 
methods,” said Kennedy. ‘‘He sued oug 
various writs of habeas corpus, the first 
within a month and a half after his 
commitment. -Had any of the numer- 
ous hospital superintendents held the 
belief that he had recovered his sanity 
and was no longer a danger to the public 
peace and safety, they could have made 
a recommendatian to a justice of the 
Supreme Court, which would have 
caused his release.”’

Traffic Stopped on Twentieth From Franklin to 
Morgan for Hour While Boys and Girls

oys and girls of the Franklin School 
and others living in the vicinity were 
not to be convinced easily yesterday 
that the city authorities really and 
truly were willing for them to play on 
Nineteenth street between Franklin and 
Morgan streets from 3:30 to 4:30 p. m, 
Announcement to this effect was made 
in all of the schoolrooms and the 
Neighborhood Assoctation just opposite 
the schovl on Nineteenth street, but the 
children clearly had their doubts re- 
garding the matter. 

When school was dismissed for the 
day there was no rush for the new 
asphalted playground on the part of the 
boys and girls. Instead they gathered 
silently along the curbing and looked at 
the street with something like appre- 


hension and waited for. something to 
happen. 

They had all been trained that streets 
should be avoided. They knew that biz 
policemen chase boys and girls off the 
streets, and they could see two police- 
men standing at each end of the block. 
Even when Yeager Woodward, a play- 
ground director, appeared in the middle 
of the street with a basket ball, the 
boys were slow to accept his suggestion 
of a game. It required the united in- 
ducement of Miss Beatrice Hall, . Miss 
Jessie Bartraw, Miss Nellie Abrahams 
and Miss Ella Cook, workers in the 
Neighborhood Association, to prevail) 
upon a few girls to go upon the asphalt 
and jump rope. 

_ The other children gained confidence 


by degrees, and toward the latter por- 
tion of the hour, fully 200 were romping 
upon the asphalt. At each end of the 
block were large white signs upon iron 
standards announcing to drivers that 
the street was closed to. traffic for one 
hour. The children attracted the atten- 
tion of a few score spectators, but the 
big attraction of the day was Mayor 
viel. 

The Mayor arrived at the Franklin 
entrance to the street in an automo- 
bile, accompanied by Director of Streets 
and Sewers Talbot, Park Commissioner 
Dwight Davis and President McPheeters 
of the Board of Police Commissioners 
They were met by Miss Charlotte Rum. 
bold, secretary of the Children’s Play- 
grounds Commission. The officials 
wished to see for themselves just how 
the plan of temporarily closing parts of 
streets for play is going to work. 

When the boys and girls learned that 
the Mayor had come to watch them 
play, they decided that they preferred 
to watch him, and they gathered about 
the Mayor and his party in attentive 


groups, disdaining all efforts to induce 
them to play. 

About a dozen business men of the 
neighborhood, including two saloon 
keepers, also surrounded the Mayor t» 
voice their protests against the tempo- 
rary closing of the street. They insisted 
that it was going to hurt business. 

The only watering trough for horses 
in the neighborhood is about 20 yards 
south of the Franklin street entrance 
of the block and the officials agreed 
with the protests to the extent of mov- 
ing the “street closed”’ sign so the use 
of the trough would not be interfered 
with. 

Mayor Kiel and the other officials ex- 
pressed themselves to the effect that 
they did not believe the temporary 
closing of the street would be a hard- 
ship to anyone and that the playground 
thus afforded to the children will be 
of great benefit to them, especially 


when the weather becomes warmer and 
they get accustomed to the idea. After 
4:30 the yards of the Franklin school 
are opened for use of the children.

take it upon himself to issue any in- 
-tormetien. Gharging; Wilkins with a 
crime the jury was unwilling to charge 
him’ with. It was decided that the 
Coroner should lay the verdict before 
a Bowling Green Magistrate, and if he 
refuses to issue any information there 
will be no further action at present, 
unless a Warrant is sworn-out by some 
individual, as Progecutor McGinnis 
holds. that .under_ the law Tre cannot 
issue “a warrant~against a» person avho 
has not had a pre.iminary examination. 
ie will, however, lay the vetditt- and 
transcript of the inquest testimony be- 
fore the April grand jury for such &ec- 
tion as it may chocse to take. 

The Prosecutor wili take this action 
with the realization, he says, that it 
would be very hard to obtain a con- 
victicn in the face, on the one hand, of 
Walker's ante-morten statement that it 
was accidental, and on the other hand 
of the conclusion jurymen might arrive 
it was that it was under great provoca- 
tion; that in spite ot the difficulties 
however, he felt that it was against 
public policy to allow any private inter- 
est to be presuniptively conserved by 
secrecy and silence. 

Althotgh there was much testimony 
at the inquest in conflict with the ante- 
mortem statement of Col. Walker thai 
the shooting was accidental, it was the 
refusal of Wilkins’ attorney, Ras Pear- 
son, to have Wilkins’ sworn that made 
the, deepest impression on the crowded 
city hall participants, where the inquest 
was held, and later on the general pub- 
lic when it became known. This was 
shown by the trend of comment. 

It had been understood that Wilkins 
would make a frank statement, but in- 
stead of that when his name was called 
he was silent, and Pearson said: - 
“Mr. Wilkins declines to be sworn at 
this time.”” Mrs. Wilkins had been sub- 
penaed as a witness but did not ap- 
pear, Pearson fold McGinniss that Wil- 
kins would not waive objection to her 
testifying, without which she would not 
be a competent witness, and her name 
was not called. Most of the witnesses 
were persons previously interviewed by 
the Post-Dispatch ccrrespondent and 
their testimony varied little from their 
statements in the interviews. 

The testimony was that Walker and 
Wilkins went to the Burlington depot 
at 4:25 Tuesday afternoon, that Wilkins 
just before the 4:42 train arrived bought 
a ticket for Clarence, Mo. That the 
ticket he purchased was not used and 
that he appeared between 5 and 6 
o'clock at Finney’s grocery, in a re- 
mote locality at the south end of town, 
looking for a telephone. Walker, the 
testimony showed, supplied himself with 
sandwiches and beer in Georgia street, 
between 8:30 and 9 o'clock, and left his 
automobile at Third and Georgia streets. 
|The rest of the testimony related to oc- 
‘eurrences between § and 10 o'clock. 

The statements of witnesses pieced to- 
gether made it appear that Wilkins ap- 
peared at the home of Guy Rudd at 
about 9 o'clock and told Rudd to take 
Walker's auto from Third and Georgia 
streets to Walker's office; that Walker 
and another man were seen by George 
Pettibone halfway between Wilkins’ 
home and Georgia street at 9:25; tha‘ 
Walker and Wilkins were seen by Wii- 
liam §. Brazier a little later passing 
Third and Georgia streets; that they 
were seen by Mre. Leona Pounds sat 9:30 
passing east on Georgia street towarJ 


Walker's office and that five or ten

minutes later J. E. Pew came from the 
Elks’ clubrooms and said that Dr. J, 
W. Crewdson had been called to Walk- 
er’s office to attend Walker, who had 
been shot. 

The testimony of Brazier and Mrs. 
Pounds was that Walker was in distress 
when they saw him. Wilkins, accord- 
ing to Brazier and Rudd, returned in a 
few minutes to Third and Georgis 
streets. Clark Haley testified that he 
saw Wilkins between 9:40 and 9:50 again 
going south on Third street, a block 
from his home, alone, Allowing for 
slight time discrepancies, the statements 
of these various witnesses are consistert 
and from them it would appear that 
Wilkins, after giving the order to Rudd. 
went with Walker to his office, returned 
to where the Walker auto was, went 
back to his home and was again on his 
way to Walker’s office when seen bv 
Haley. The only serious difficulty i. 
tracing the movements of the men be- 
tween 9 and 10 o’clock was the time dis- 
crepancy brought out by the testimony 
of Dr. Crewdson. He said that it was 
9:10 o’clock when Walker called him at 
the Elks’ Club and told him he had 
been shot. 

The ante-mortem statement of Wal- 
ker, aS several witnesses testified, was 
that he was sitting In his office and 
Wilkins came in, and they were exam- 
ining Wilkins’ revolver; and it was ac- 
cidentally discharged. 

No one who went to Walker's office, 
after it became known that he had been 
shot, saw the revolver. It was not pro- 
duced at the inquest. The testimony of 
Mrs. Pounds supplemented that of Bra.- 
zier as to Walker's _ condition when h: 


was walking with Wilkins. Brazier said 
Walker’s hat was tilted, and his hair 
was roughed, his vest was open, he was 
walking in a stooped posture, and Wil- 
kins seemed to be supporting him. 

Mrs. Pounds said that Walker was 
leaning on Wilkins, was very pale and 
seemed to be sick. 

Walker is understood to have carried 
considerable accident insurance. Joe 
Morris testified that Walker spoke to 
Attorney Pearson about his insurance 
papers after he was shot. Earl White- 
side, undertaker’s assistant, testified in 
agreement with Dr. Crewdson, that the 
wound was above the line of tne naval. 
Whiteside asked Wilkins how it hap- 
pened. Wilkins said: “It was ‘an ac 
cident: that is all I can tell now.’”’ 

Wilkins sat on a table throughout the 
inquiry, facing the witnesses and listen- 
ing intently to their statements. While 
rhe jury was out he talked and laughed 
with friends. Part of the time he sat 
in the witness chair faving the crowd 
When the verdict was read a friena 
gaid:. “ivs tough, Ferd,” and Wilkins 
said: *Yes.’’ 

He refused to comment on the testi- 
mony. Pearson said the verdict was 
equivatent to acquittal and declared 
that the shooting was accidental. He 
said he had not permitted Wilkins to 
testify because in a Coroner’s inquest 
there were no rules of evidence to pro- 
cect him. Pearson was Walker’s attor- 
ney for years. [Fred Stichter, a drug- 
gist, said last night that he has been 
making experiments by shooting at a

SAYS TERRE HAUTE 
MAYOR DIRECTED 
ELECTION FRAUDS 


Prosecutor Declares 200 False 
Registrations Were Prepared 
at Police Headquarters. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 9.— 
United States District Attorney 
Frank C. Dailey in his opening state. 
ment today, at the trial of Mayor 
Donn M. Roberts of Terre Haute, and 
the 21 other defendants who are 
charged with conspiracy to corrupt 
the election of Nov. 3, 1914, in Terre 
Hatte, outlined the facts the Gov- 
ernment expects to prove and de- 
clared that Roberts was the head of 
the conspiracy and that he “ruled as 
@ cZar.”’ 

He told how the Government con- 
tends the false registrations were 
made of the alleged slugging and 
rough work at the polls, of the man- 
ner of collecting and the amount of 
the so-called “slush fund.’’ 

“Roberts gave orders and his 
henchmen obeyed without question,” 
asserted the District Attorney. 

Tells of False Registrations. 

About 200 false registrations were pre- 
pared at. Terre Haute police headquar- 
ters by Chief of Police Edward Holler, 
who pleaded guilty, at the direction of 
Roberts, Daily told the jury. He said 
Roberts and Holler decided on the num- 
ber of false r«. strations to make in 
each precinct and then set about manu- 
facturing names for the fictitious vot- 
ers. About 3000 false registrations were 
made in Terre Haute, Daily declared. 

The District Attorney told of the 
means employed by the defendants to 
get men whom they could control on 
the election boards. He said they de- 
fied injunctions and drove away special 
Deputy Sheriffs with revolvers in order 
to place the men they desired on the 
boards. 

In dealing with the ‘slush fund,” 
Dailey produced a table to show how 
much money Roberts assessed from sa- 
looon men and resort keepers for regis- 
tration and election purposes, Assist- 
ant Chief of Police John Nugent, who 
has pleaded guilty, was Roberts’ col- 
lector. Dailey told the jurors Chief Hol- 
ler and Eli H. Redman, a defendant 
who was declared elected Circuit Court 
Judge in the November election, also 
collected part of the fund which the Dis- 
trict Attorney said totaled about $6000, 

Mayor Roberts, the Government's 
counsel asserted, ‘‘called a meeting of 
his hand-picked election inspectors” and 
told them ‘‘that no one had a right to 
touch the voting machines except the 
inspectors and that when a man entered

At night all the work in the neighbor- 
hood trenches is done. Across the fire 
zone, behind the trenches, food and tim- 
bers and everything needed in the 
trenches ig carried up by hand in a 
wallow of mud. Yet one hears no one 
growling or swearing when it would 
seem that human irritation must have 
an escape valve. 

“Profanity comes too high,” said a 
soldier. “The Gerboys may hear you 
and then turn loose. And it may not 
only cost you your life but your pal’s. 
Anyone who has been much with the 
British army on campaign has heard 
the same remark many times and 
spoken in the same language. It had a 
peculiar appeal. 


With darkness falling over the flat 
country and the buildings becoming 
shadowy, the correspondents walke:' 
&way from the cover of a village with 
the commanding officer of that section 
of the front, with the rattle of a ma- 
chine gun growing louder toward the 
trench. Whenever anyone goes near 
the front he is bound to hear the ma- 
chine gun, even in this quiet spot of 
the British front. 

“They can’t be firing at any definite 
object in the dark?’’ queried a corre- 
spondent. 

“Perhaps—perhaps not,” the officer 
replied. “The gun is laid for the top 
of their trenches. We don’t hold down 
the fire too much, as we want the Ger- 
mans to know we are on deck.”’ 

“Are we in bullet range yet?’’ 
asked. 

“Rather—500 yards. That's why we 
don’t walk up in the daytime. The 
flares you see are going up from the 
German trenches,’’ replied the officer. 

“These flares, like Fourth of Juiy 
rockets, threw a glare over the sodder 
field and revealed the faces of the cor- 
respondents and officer, and outline: 
their figures. ‘‘In that way they keer 
watch to see that we are not creeping 
up for an attack,”’ the officer added. 

Still in Bullet Range, 

Another 300 yards of plunging in mud 
and the correspondents descended into 
the wet earth behind tiers of sand bag 
and were walking on a board walk at 
the bottom of a great ditch. Step off 
that and one sank over his ankles. The 
commanding officer pulled aside a cur- 
tain and a lieutenant came out of his 
cellar, looking neat enowgh for a pa 
rade. Neatness under any condition is 
a point with the British officer and he 
keeps his men up to it. It is amazing 
how Private Thomas Atkins in this sea 
of mud keeps clear of it. 

“If the men get careless of their ap- 
pearance and in their habits,’’ say the 
officers, ‘“‘this means carelessness in the 
trenches, which would be fatal. Thor- 
oughness of detail and industry are of 
paramount importance in this kind ot 
war.”’ 

Behind curtains, in the same kind of 


was 


soldiers lying in their blankets on board 
floors above the water line. A subal- 
tern was up for questioning when the 


pumps was not working. Pumping alone 
keeps the trenches from being flooded. 
The commander spoke to every watch- 
ing man with rifle laid, a cheery ‘“‘good- 
night,”” and the soldiers returned a 
cheery reply. 

On and in that sieging ditch in the

Behind them were supplies for the 
trenches and an ambulance to care for 
any wounded who had accumulated dur 
ing the day in the trenches, or those

Eighty-eight Candidates-on Re- 
publican Ballot, Forty-three 
on the Democratic. 


—_ 


The primary election for the selec- 
tion of the candidates of the Democrat- 
ic, Republican and Socialist parties for 
President and 28 members of the Board 
of Aldermen will be‘held Friday. Polls 
will be open in each of the 474 precincts 
from 6 a*®m. to 7 p. m. 

Each veter will be required to vote 
for 29 candidates—one candidate for 
President of the Board of Aldermen and 
one member from each of the 28 wards. 
There will be 88 candidates on the Re- 
publican tieket from which the Repub- 
lican voters will select their aldermanic 
nominees. There will be 43 candidates 
on the Democratic ballot from which 
the selections will be made. The So- 
cialist ticket was made up by the party 
leaders and filed in accordance with the 
law, and at the primary election the 
Socialist voters will merely ratify this 
ticket. 


Slates of Two Parties. 

The Democratic and Republican par- 
ties have made “slates.’’ The Demo- 
cratic ‘“‘slate’’ was selected by a com- 
mittee of business and professional men, 
headed by Samuel Rosenfeld, member 
of the Board of Freeholders that wrote 
the new city charter. This committee 
brought out a complete ticket of busi- 
ness and professional men for the alder- 
manic ‘nominations, refusing to indorse 
any of the members of the House of 
Delegates who are runfing. The men 
selected have never been identified with 
professional politics and represent near- 
ly all of the business and professional 
interests of St. Louis. 

The Republican ‘“‘slate’’ was selected 
in an entirely different manner. Bach 
Republican city committeeman recom- 
mended a candidate to the Republican 
City Committee as a whole. The city 
committeeman, with the members of his 
Precinct Committee, selected the candi- 
date. These precinct committees are 
made up principally of men who are 
holding city jobs as rewards for politi- 
cal service. They owe their jobs gen- 
erally to the influence of the city com- 
mitteemen, and hold them as long is 
they are able to render efficient politi- 
cal service in their wards. 

The Republican “slate’’ is made up 
principally of professional politicians, 
city job holders and present and former 
members of the House of Delegates.

TWO OF MORPHINE 


PATIENTS SUCCUME, 
IN CITY HOSPITAL 


Another, a Woman, Flees From 
the Institution After Taking 
Some of Treatment. 


Two. patients in the city hospital 
who were under treatment for the 
morphine habit died about 1 o’clock 
this morning and one woman taking 
the treatment escaped in her uight 
clothing from a bathroom window 
about the same hour. 

The woman who fled is Mrs. Jessie 


Brockett of 1925 Wash street. She 
had been taking athe Lambert-Towns 
treatment siace March 5 and told a 
nurse last evening that she thought 
she would be obliged to leave the 
hospital. When her absence was 
noted an investigation showed that 
she had opened a window in the 
bathroom of the observation ward 
and stepped out. 

Mrs. Julia Berry, a news agent, liv- 
ing at 1700 Chestnut street, died at 1 
a.m. When she entered the hospital 
March 5, she told that she had used 
morphine for the last 15 years. ' 

She was also suffering from pneu- 
monia. She received the Lambert-Towns 
treatment at intervals for about 48 
hours. It leaves the patient in a weak- 
ened condition, at which time the proc- 
ess of building up is begun, through 
nourishing food. Her use of drugs had 
so weakened her system that the ~hysi- 
clans were unabls to eheck the pneu- 
monia and she could not survive the 
treatment. 

Edward T. Hedrick. 30 years old, of 6 
North Ninth street, died at 1:30 a. m. 
When he entered the hospital March 6 
he was suffering from tuberculosis, He 
told the physicians that he was accus- 
tomed to taking from 40 to 60 grains of 
morphine, hypodermically, every day. 
He took the Lambert-Towns treatment 
and, as in the case of the woman, the 
weakness caused by the disease and his 
use of drugs left him unable to survive 
the treatment. 

Morphine in Woman’s Hose. 

Physicians at the hospital said today 
that a quantity of morphine had been 
discovered in one stocking of a woman 
under treatment. A search of all the 
patients will be made today. One 
woman attempted to conceal a box .of 
snuff, but when this was examined it 
was found to be free from harmful 
drugs. The physicians say that the 
patients tell such stories about the 
quantity of drugs they have been ac- 
customed to use, that it is difficult to 
arrange for their proper treatment. 

There are now 62 persons taking treat- 
ment for the use of drugs. Of these 
10 are reported on the road to rapid 
recovery and five others. have an- 
nounced that they will leave the hos- 
pital by tomorrow.

Ordinance Introduced Would Drive

A Questicnable Milk Bill. 


Te the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There is now before the Legislature at Jeffer- 
gon City a bill known as “Substtiute for House 
Bill No. 637,” with its companion in the Senate 
known as “Substitute for Senate Bill No. 281,” 
Evidently the skids have been greased for these 
billa, as both substitutes seem to have been sim- 
ultaneously reported out of the committees to- 
gether. This proposed law covers 25 pages and 
establishes a Bureau of Dairying with a State 
Dairy Commissioner and unlimited deputies to 
enforce this law, which on its face is not for the 
purpose of helping the dairy industry of the State 
of Missouri, but would create a condition whereby 
in reality there would be no dairy products. The 
law was evidently prepared by the Condensed Milk 
Trust. 

Under its provisions every producer who sells 
milk, even if it be a farmer selling to his neigh- 
bor, must have a State license before he can do 
so. No fresh mjik—note that it js fresh milk 
can be sold in army room or kept, stored or handled 
in any building or enclosed place in which oils, 
vegetables, eggs, poultry or other products are 
kept or handled. This means that the thousands 
of grocery stores in the State of Missouri that are 
now handling fresh milk will be forced to discon- 
tinue handling it, and the.buyer must teke the 
condensed product or seek it elsewhere. 

The worst feature of this law is the unlimited 
power given to the proposed Dairy Commissioner. 
He is to be the sole judge as to whether one’s 
character entitled him to a license to handle dairy 
products, and for any reason sufficient to himself 
he may revoke such license and forever after- 
wards the licensee is barred from re-entering the 


» deiry business. Under the conditions imposed in 


this law, the State Dairy Commissioner could say 
whether the people of the State of Missouri were 
t» be able to get milk and other dairy products 
and who they must get them from and under what 
conditions. 

This proposed law seems to take the enforce- 
ment of this class of foods out of the State Pure 
Food Bureau and create another bureau with 
supervision over exactly the same products that 
are now being supervised by the Pure Food Bu- 
reau, which is costing the State of Missouri some- 
thing like $50,000 every two years. This proposed 
law would turn loose in the State of Missourian un- 
limited mumber of inspectors whose fees and sal- 
aries would more than duplicate the present cost 
of the enforcement of the Pure Food Law. The 
question arises, why should any. such bureau be 
established under the conditions when the State 
now has a very efficient bureau that is authorized 


~to do everything that the proposed law seeks to 


do, excepting of course, the present pure food law 
has some limits, whereas the proposed law seems 
te have no limits whatever, either as to authority 
or cost to the people. 

The only salvation against such measures seems 
to Me with the present House of Representatives, 
which has taken a commendable stand against the 
creation of such sinecures and bureaus as are pro- 
posed by this law. 

The Hon. James F. Fulbright has shown con- 
siderable ability beating several measures 
ef thie kind, and it is to be hoped that he will 
defeat this proposed measure.

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| ABOLISH CONTRACT PRISON LABOR. 

The proposed compromise convict labor bill, 
providing for a continuance of the system for one 
year from next January, is the best that has 
been introduced. But no compromise will be ac- 
ceptable to the people of Missouri. The only way 
to abolish the infamous system is to abolish it 
now. The Assembly should have the ability and 
the State has the resources to do it. 

Among a large number of public expressions 
condemning the system and demanding its imme 
diate abolition, including letters by working men 
and women and representatives of organized 
dabor, the following reasons sent in by W. V. 
Eaton, president of the Western Garment Manu- 
facturers’ Association, are commended to the 
consideration of the legislators: 

Legislation on the subject has been promised 
for five years. 

The State furnishes the contractor heat, light, 
power, rent-free quarters and guardianship of 
the workers. Also, it might be added, punish- 
ment—swift and often brutal. f 

The State gives the contractor this labor at the 
rate of 75 cents a day, making it impossible for 
free labor to compete. 

The system gives the contractor an unwar- 
ranted influence with officials and politicians at 
Jefferson City. It makes him the virtual boss 
of the State prison. 

Compared with other states, this system pre- 
vents all humane progress in Missouri's peni- 
tentiary. It robs and degrades its victims. 

The number of prisoners employed in the man- 
ufacture of garments has been out of all propor- 
tion to other branches of work. This garment 
making is the natural work of thousands of 
women, and would be well paid but for the com- 
petition of convicts. 

These men could have been employed with 
profit making crushed rock, fertilizers, or at farm 
work, giving them valuable training, during the 
past 10 years. 

“How much longer,” asks the writer, “are the 
people going to see this thing juggled around by 
the powers at Jefferson City?” 

It is time for the State to resume full control 
of its penitentiary and put itself in a position to 
begin the work of bringing the institution into 
line with model prisons elsewhere.
